vailed last Oct. 1-15 and which have 
been maintained since then by vol- 
untary compliance of coal producers 
with the OPA's request. 


Customary seasonal discounts on 


domestic sizes of anthracite, rang- 
ing from 10 cents a ton in July to 
50 cents a ton in April, must also 
be maintained under the order, 


John Hamm, acting price admin- 


istrator, said an increase in an- 
thracite 
prices 
would "militate 


against the national price stabilisa- 
tion program." The seasonal dis- 
counts, he said, were "indispensable 
to the success of the nation's plan 
to move the greatest amount of solid 
fuels during spring and summer to 
clear the earners for further war 
demands in the fall."

UNCUT LEAVES 


I sent for 11 book 0-ai a friend 


told me nbout. just to r'-ad one chap- 
ter nbout a writer wnom I greatly 
admire. The book came It was pub- 
lished 12 years ago—but it had never 
been rend, for the leaves were still 
uncut! 


Not long ago I sent to England for 


two books about Thomas Gray, the 
poet. They were printed ,jn 1816 
and the original board bindings were 
still nicely intact. But as I got into 


j the books I found that most of the 
pages had never been read—a large 
number of the leaves still remaining 
uncut! "For over 125 years no one 
had read but a small portion of 
those books. Where had they been, 
I -wondered. 


If I were a maxer of books I 


would never send out a single one 
with the leaves uncut. I would trim 
them all so that the light would 
stream through every portion of the 
book, and so make it an inviting 
affair! 


The uncut leaf of a book has'al- 


ways reminded me of the human 
being who only allows you to com- 
municate with but a small portion 
of all that he is—leaving you won- 
dering, puzzled perhaps, or at any 
rate mystified. How little any of us 
revals to the outside, misunder- 
standing world, anyway! 


I read in a book today about a 


noted writer Tvho had given great 
encouragement to a young writer, 
who later became famous. For years 
they had not met-until one day, 
accidentally, they greeted each oth- 
er. But somehow it did not seem 
to be a warm meeting to the elder 
man. He was hurt and couldn't un- 
derstand it, thinking that all his 
former aid had been in vain. He

I sent for a book that. a friend 
told me about, just to read one chap­ 
ter about a writer whom I greatly 
admire. Tile book came It was pub­ 
lished 12 years ago- -bul it had never 
been read, for the leaves were still 
uncut! 
Not long ago I sent to England for 
two books about Thomas Gray, the 
poet. 
They were printed in 1816 
and the original board bindings were 
still nicely intact. But as I got into 
the books I found that most of the 
pages had never been read—a large 
num ber of the leaves still rem aining 
uncut! 
For over 125 years no one 
had read but a small portion of 
those books. W here had they been, 
I wondered. 
If I were a m aker of books I 
would never .send out a single one 
with the leaves uncut. I would trim 
them all so that the light would 
stream through every portion of the 
book, and so make it an inviting 
affair! 
The uncut leaf of a book has al­ 
ways reminded me of the hum an 
being who only allows you to com­ 
m unicate with but a small portion 
of all that he is—leaving you won­ 
dering, puzzled p erhaps, or at any 
rate mystified. How little any of us 
revals 
to the outside, 
m isunder­ 
standing world, anyway! 
I read in a book today about a 
noted writer who had given great 
encouragement to a young writer, 
who later became famous. For years 
they had not met until one day, 
accidentally, they greeted each o th ­ 
er. 
But somehow It did not seem 
to be a warm meeting to the elder 
m an. He was hurt and couldn’t u n ­ 
derstand it. thinking that all his 
form er aid had been in vain. 
He 
was later informed by a friend, how- 
cver, that the younger writer, before 
he died. insisted that he ow’od his 
success to the encouragement of the 
older writer. How' wonderful it would 
have been had he told his benefactor 
of that encouragement at their last 
meeting. 
How many people there are w'ho 
leave life with a large portion of the 
leaves of their personalities and 
character—uncut, unrevealed! 
The 
time for each of us to give. to ren ­ 
der service, to courageously smile f 
through. Is so brief. 
Nothing tray- j 
els faster than a kind word. Don’t 
cage a single one!

Shantung was the battle­ 
ground for some of the earliest 
fighting in 
the Chinese-Japanese 
war and recently has reappeared 
often in dispatches as a zone of 
conflict. 
Actually, although the Japanese 
count Shantung as within the con­ 
quered area of China, the Invaders 
have been able to do little more 
than push along the railroad lines.
